Its Interpreta tio n 


Of U. S. Electio n 


TOKYO <P — Red China said to­ 
day the recent U. S congressional 
elections showed “ the American 
people . . . have been disillusioned 
after being cheated by the Repub­ 
lican party during the past two 
y ears ” 
In a broadcast quoting from the 
Tientsin newspaper Ta Kung Pao, 
Peiping radio said: 
“ In 1952 they , the American peo 
pie, were told that the Republican 
party would bring about peace, end 
the cold war and stop rearm am ent, 
but this promise has not been 
kept ” 
The broadcast singled out two 
Republican senators — Wisconsin's 
Joseph R 
McCarthy and Michi­ 
gan’s Homer Ferguson — for spe­ 
cial mention. 
McCarthy , Peiping said, “ will be 
shoved out of his post as chair­ 
man of the Senate Perm anent In­ 
vestigations 
Committee, 
a 
Fas­ 
cist organization, as the result of parents, 
the elections: so will his follow­ 
ers." 
The broadcast called Ferguson 
“ a ty pical ex ample of the most 
notorious warm ongers” and said 
he lost his seat “ despite the enor­ 
mous support given by Eisenhow­ 
er and many big capitalists ”

Declaring that tossing a coin 
was the easiest way to settle their 
contest, Martin and Newkirk met 
in friendly fashion in the clerk’s 
office Friday afternoon

unless a recount petition is filed.
